Alfred M. Pride, com­ 
mander of the “standing at the ready " U. S. 7th Fleet, said today 
President Eisenhower was consulting Congress regarding the use 
of the fleet in the Tachens because “it would be 
a very grave 
move.” 
During a news conference aboard his flagship, the cruiser 
Helena, Pride was ask ed many questions about the beleaguered 
Nationalist-held Tachens. 
In reply to the specific question: “Why do y ou think that Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower has to go to Congress to order the 7th Fleet to 
assist in the evacuation of the Tachens?" He commented: 
“It would be a very grave move and a change in national policy 
-----------------------------------------------'« and I suppose that in a democ­ 
racy this is the proper thing to 
do." 
The admiral said the fleet, if 
called upon, could cope with any 
eventuality . 
The Chinese Nationalist .air

treasury's national savings bonds 
director, Earl O. Shreve, cau­ 
tioned 
Americans 
today about 
becoming involved in chain letter 
or similar schem es to get rich 
quick with savings bonds. 
He said that the treasury* de­ 
partment disapproves of the juse 
of 
savings 
bonds 
and 
savings 
stamps as prizes or awards in 
lotteries or games of chance in­ 
volving the elem ent of personal 
profit. “This has been* a policy 
of lonij standing." he pointed out. 
The treasury has no objection, 
however, to the use of savings 
bonds and stamps in contests of 
knowledge or skill, such as quiz 
programs and athletic events. 
What prompted the treasury’s 
words of 
caution were 
news­ 
paper articles, particularly in the 
south and east, reporting a get* 
rich-quick scheme reminiscent of 
the chain letter craze of a few 
years ago. Instead of money, sav­ 
ings bonds are used, and instead 
of sending the bonds through the 
mail they are being delivered in 
person. Wherever the plan has 
been started in a town, banks 
have reported a quick depletion 
of tho $50 Savings Bond being 
used.

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POLIO VICTORY NOT YET WON 
A rapid march of accomplishments in 
recent months has heralded the fact we 
may be at the threshold of v ictory ov er 
polio. 
Last spring, almost two million y oung­ 
sters throughout the country took part in 
trials of the polio v accine dev eloped under 
grants from the March of Dimes. More than 
400,000 of them receiv ed v accine. The big­ 
gest medical test of its kind in history , it 
is being followed by an equally gigantic 
ev aluation inv olv ing an unbeliev able mass 
of records and laboratory analy ses aimed 
at determining the effectiv eness of the 
v accine. This report is ex pected in the 
spring. 
If the v accine works and is licensed, the 
National Foundation for Infantile Paraly sis 
will supply enough of it to state health 
officers for about nine million v accinations

It was difficult to understand, when he left 
fo r his safari to Peking, what Dag Hammarskjö ld 
o f the United Natio ns ho ped to acco mplish. So 
far as the American peo ple are co ncerned, it 
was assumed that he went to see Cho u En-lai to 
ask him to free the American priso ners o f war 
who sho uld have been exchanged at Panmunjo m 
but who were detained as spies, which they co uld 
no t be because they were in identifiable unifo rms. 
It is euphemistic to call these men United Na­ 
tio ns military perso nnel—they are Americans and 
they are the respo nsibility o f o ur go vernment. 
So far the the Chinese peo ple are co ncerned, 
Hammarskjö ld came a-begging, thus giving face to 
a go vernment that has no seat in the United Na­ 
tio ns. In a wo rd, to use a Chinese expressio n, he 
ko w-to wed to the Co mmunist go vernment o f 
China, strengthening that go vernment s prestige 
in Asia where such a gesture is understo o d in 
Asiatic terms. Hammarskjö ld may wish fo r the 
reco gnitio n o f Red China by the United Natio ns, 
but that, under the Charter, is no ne o f his busi­ 
ness.

The fact is that the fliers have no t been freed. 
A large number o f Americans are still held in 
China. No o fficial figure has been disclo sed by 
the American Go vernment which pro bably can 
have no exact figure. So me are businessmen and 
missio naries; so me are military perso nnel who 
may have been repo rted missing in actio n o r evert 
dead. The R<*1 Chinese have no t even sho wn o ur 
go vernment the co urtesy o f pro viding accurate 
data.In the many y ears that I lived in China, dur­ 
ing which I saw co nsiderable military actio n, I 
never enco untered what we wo uld call a priso n 
camp. Captives were either killed o r inco rpo rated 
in the capturing army . Many were permitted to 
escape, to save the co st o f feeding and ho using 
them, and they became bandits. The term bandit 
and so ldier were interchangeable during the ware 
Df the Tuchuns. the civil wars that lasted fro m 
1912 to abo ut 1932, a perio d o f almo st co nstant 
internal strife. 
The Red Chinese refinements is to call these 
men spies rather than bandits, to wash their 
brains rather than to inco rpo rate them into their 
armies, to ho ld them as ho stages fo r so me ad­ 
vantage in their nego tiatio ns fo r reco gnitio n by 
the United States and the United Natio ns. The 
priso ners are ho stages. 
There is no reaso n to believe that the Red 
Chinese wo uld change their co nceptio n qf the en­

There will be adults who may 
nev er walk again—if needed care is not pro­ 
v ided. From past epidemics, 70,000 polio 
v ictims were still getting March of Dimes 
help for care at the start of 1955. 
This y ear’s March of Dimes is not y et a 
v ictory bandwagon. Ev ery thing — v accine 
plus care of polio v ictims plug training of 
professional hands plus continued research 
—must go on, and must be accelerated this 
y ear. The foundation of tomorrow’s v ic­ 
tory ov er polio is being built with y our 
contributions to the March of Dimes today . 


FIRST OF THE FISSION FLEET 
The date January 17,19 55, is a milestone 
in history that ought not to pass without 
full notice. For when the U. S. submarine 
Nautilus slid out to sea for trials, it marked 
the first time any v ehicle propelled by 
atomic power had ev er gone into action. 
Atomic engines, not needing ox y gen for 
¿ heir operation, are peculiarly adapted to 
the special requirements of undersea craft. 
Our civ ilian and military leaders hav e 
acknowledged this, for altogether four such 
subs hav e been ordered and President Eis­ 
enhower indicates his intention to ask for 
three more. 
But the significance of the Nautilus is 
greater than that. The ex perience it and 
its sister v essels pile up in the months and 
y ears ahead will contribute heav ily to the 
fund of knowledge on which we will draw 
one day as we adapt atomic power to more 
and more practical—and peaceful—uses.

HOME CARE FOR CANCER PATIENT 
I have written befo re o f the pio neering pro ject 
fo r ho me treatment o f patients with chro nic dis­ 
eases which was established at the Mo ntefio re 
Ho spital, Bro nx, New Yo rk, in January , 1947, and 
which has achieved such splendid results in these 
day s when acco mmo datio ns in ho spitals are diffi­ 
cult to o btain. 
Dr. Isado re Ro ssman o f this ho spital tells in 
the Jo urnal o f the American Medical Asso ciatio n 
that lo ng experience had sho wn that there were 
lo ng perio ds in,the co urse o f chro nic disease dur­ 
ing which the patient did no t need mo st o f the 
specialized facilities o f the mo dem ho spital al­ 
tho ugh he was to o ill to return ho me witho ut 
co ntinuo us medical care. Further, a lo ng waiting 
time befo re admissio n to a ho spital meant fo r 
so me patients, an interval during which their 
co nditio n became wo rse and they suffered. 
A 
third and mo st impo rtant co nsideratio n was the 
psy cho lo gical welfare o f the patients who had 
been in ho spital fo r lo ng perio ds o f time; many 
o f them develo ped anxiety and depressio n be­ 
cause “the warmth and familiarity o f the ho me 
were replaced by the unavo idable drabness and 
mass suffering o f the chro nic disease ward.” 
Fro m the beginning o f this pro gram, the aim 
was to keep the standard o f ho me care as high as 
that in ho spitals. Fo r this reaso n, the "ho me care” 
patient is co nsidered in the same light as a ho s­ 
pitalized patient except that he is in a different 
lo catio n. Fo r example, the phy sicians o n the ho me 
care pro gram are also attending patients in the 
wards and are thus o ften able to fo llo w a pa­ 
tient’s pro gress witho ut any break fro m, when he 
was in the ho spital. The ho me and ho spital are 
in such clo se to uch that a patient may be readily 
shifted fro m o ne to the o ther depending o n his 
changing needs. 
So far as the medical po int o f view is co n­ 
cerned, a patient is acceptable fo r ho me care 
when he no lo nger needs such strictly in-ho spital 
pro cedures as surgery , treatment by X-ray , o r pro ­ 
lo nged injectio n into the veins and when it is 
judged that further medical treatment can be 
carried o ut at ho me, even such treatment as 
blo o d transfusio n, abdo minal o r chest taps, giving 
o f o xy gen o r hy po dermics. 
It is at this po int that the so cial wo rker be­ 
co mes invaluable. She must find o ut w’hether the 
patient is really wanted and will be accepted at 
ho me and whether her needs fo r attentio n and 
time can be satisfied. A busy wife and mo ther 
may no t have the time to spare fo r the patient 
unlesss she receives so me help fro m her o ther 
duties fro m so me co mmunity welfare agency . 
Dr. Ro ssman stresses the impo rtance o f treat­ 
ing the cancer patient in the same manner as any 
o ther patient who is chro nically ill. So me individ­ 
uals, including phy sicians, have a tendency to 
assume a ho peless attitude to ward cancer patients 
and they do no t see that they hgve all the ad­ 
vantages o f any o ne who has a chro nic illness.

POLIO VICTORY NOT YET WON 
A rapid march of accomplishments in 
recent months has heralded the fact we 
may be at the threshold of victory over 
polio. 
Last spring, almost two million young­ 
sters throughout the country took part in 
trials of the polio vaccine developed under 
grants from the March of Dimes. More than 
400,000 of them received vaccine. The big­ 
gest medical test of its kind in history, it 
is being followed by an equally gigantic 
evaluation involving an unbelievable mass 
of records and laboratory analyses aimed 
at determining the effectiveness of the 
vaccine.

THE PRISONERS 
It vias difficult to understand, when he left 
for his safari to Peking, w hat Dag Ham marskjold 
of the United Nations hoped to accomplish.

So far the the Chinese people are concerned, 
Ham marskjold came a-begging, thus giving face to 
a government that has no seat in the United N a­ 
tions. In a word, to use a Chinese expression, he 
kow-towed to the Communist 
government of 
China, strengthening that governm ent’s prestige 
in Asia where such a gesture is understood in 
Asiatic terms. Ham marskjold may wish for the 
recognition of Red China by the United Nations, 
but that, under the C harter, is none of his busi­ 
ness. 
The fact is that the fliers have not been freed. 
A large number of Americans are still held in 
China. No official figure has been disclosed by 
the American Government which probably can 
have no exact figure. Some are businessmen and 
missionaries; some are m ilitary personnel who 
may have been reported missing in action or evert 
dead. The R<4d Chinese have not even show-n our 
government the courtesy of providing accurate | 
data. 
In the many years that I lived in China, dur­ 
ing which I saw* considerable m ilitary action, I 
never encountered what we would call a prison 
camp. Captives were either killed or incorporated 
in the capturing army. Many were perm itted to 
escape, to save the cost of feeding and housing 
them, and they became bandits. The term bandit 
m d soldier were interchangeable during the wars 
of the Tuchuns. the civil wars that lasted from 
1912 to about 1932, a period of almost constant 
internal strife. 
The Red Chinese refinements is to call these 
men spies rather than bandits, to wash their 
brains rather than to incorporate them into their 
armies, to hold them as hostages for some ad­ 
vantage in their negotiations for recognition by 
the United States and the United Nations.

I have w ritten before of the pioneering project 
for home treatm ent ot patients with chronic dis­ 
eases which was established at the Montefiore 
Hospital. Bronx, New York, in January, 1947, and 
which has achieved such splendid results in these 
days when accommodations in hospitals are diffi­ 
cult to obtain. 
Dr. Isadore Rossman of this hospital tells in

So far as the medical point of view* is con­ 
cerned. a patient is acceptable for home care 
w’hen he no longer needs such strictly in-hospital 
procedures as surgery, treatm ent by X-ray, or pro­ 
longed injection into the veins and when it is 
judged that further medical treatm ent can be 
carried out at home, even such treatm ent as 
blood transfusion, abdominal or chest taps, giving 
of oxygen or hypodermics. 
It is at this point that the social worker be­ 
comes invaluable. She must find out w hether the 
patient is really wanted and will be accepted at 
home and w hether her needs for attention and 
time can be satisfied. A busy wife and mother 
may not have the time to spare for the patient 
unlesss she receives some help from her other 
duties from some community welfare agency.

HE BOUGHT SECOND an d 
third rate cu mu lativ e preferred 
stocks at a time when pu blic 
u tilities were u n der terrific pres­ 
su re, politically an d econ omical­ 
ly . Lu ckily , he bou ght n early on 
the bottom. 
He py ramided his 
profits to the limit of their pos­ 
sibilities. As his gain s mou n ted, 
he became somew’hat arrogan t. 
In eight y ears his accou n t had 
mu shroomed to a poin t where 
his n et equ ity w’as $8 0,000 an d 
his margin debt was $50,000. He 
was adv ised: "Pay off the debt,

deliv ery 
of 
$50,000

sou n d secu rities, bu y an in su r­ 
an ce policy the premiu ms on 
which the secu rity in come will 
pay for an d pu t $5,000 in the 
sav in gs ban k.”

An y person u n der 50 whose 
secu rities are worth from fiv e to 
25 times the face v alu e of in ­ 
su ran ce policies shou ld pu t his 
hou se in order.
